Mr. Cederberg introduced the following bill; which was referred to the Com-

A BILL 

To amend sections 803 and 310 of the Communications Act 
of 1934, as amended, to provide that the Federal Com- 
munications Commission may, if it finds that the public 
interest, convenience, or necessity may he served, issue 
authorizations, but not licenses, for alien amateur radio 
operators to operate their amateur radio stations in the 
United States, its possessions, and the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico provided there is in effect a bilateral agree- 
ment between the United States and the alien’s govern- 
ment for such operation by United States amateurs on a 
reciprocal basis.

24 may prescribe, to permit an alien licensed by his government

2 possessions, and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico provided 

3 there is in effect a bilateral agreement between the United 

4 States and the alien’s government for such operation on a re- 

5 eiprocal basis by United States amateur radio operators. 

6 Other provisions of this Act and of the Administrative Fro- 

7 cedure Act shall not be applicable to any request or appli- 

8 cation for or modification, suspension, or cancellation of any
